Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  of 
Wood  Green  for  the  year  1895. 

BUILDINGS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Rate  Books  show  that  there 
were  5,507  completed  houses  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  New  Buildings  constructed,  or  in  the  course 
of  construction  during  the  year  was  132  ;  61  of  which  were  com¬ 
pleted,  and  71  are  still  unfinished.  The  Board  School  and 
Cottage  Hospital  in  Bounds  Green  Road  have  also  been 
completed. 
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8o  Plans  have  been  before  the  Council,  representing  : — 

123  New  Houses . 

36  Alterations  and  Additions. 

14  Outbuildings. 

5  Temporary  Buildings. 

6  Public  Buildings. 

POPULATION. 

Deducting  6  per  cent  for  empty  houses  from  the  total  of 
5,507  existing  at  the  end  of  year,  leaves  5177  occupied  houses. 
Taking  5*65  persons  to  each  house,  and  adding  290  for  the 
Masonic  School,  gives  a  total  population  of  29,540  in  December, 
1895.  The  population  in  December,  1894,  calculated  in  a  similar 
manner,  was  28,788. 

The  mean  of  these  two  numbers  29,164,  I  have  taken  as 
the  population  in  June,  1895,  and  as  the  average  population  of 
the  district  for  the  purposes  of  the  present  report. 

BIRTHS. 

884  Births  were  registered  during  the  year  ;  435  of  boys  and 
449  of  girls,  against  887  in  1894. 

The  birth  rate  is  equal  to  30*31  per  thousand  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  against  30*96  in  1894. 


DEATHS. 

374  deaths  were  registered  in  Wood  Green  during  the 
year  ;  4  deaths  of  inhabitants  of  Wood  Green  occurred  in  the 
Edmonton  Union  Infirmary,  and  5  deaths  were  registered  in  the 
district  of  persons  not  belonging  thereto,  3  from  accident  and  2  in 
the  Cottage  Hospital. 

The  available  information  as  to  the  deaths  occurring  out¬ 
side  the  district  is  incomplete,  and  I  have  therefore,  not 
attempted  any  correction  of  the  number  374,  which  corresponds 
to  a  death  rate  of  12*82  persons  in  every  1,000,  against  331 
deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  11*55  in  1894. 
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1 3 1  deaths  were  of  children  under  one  year ;  being  148  deaths 
to  every  1,000  births,  or  4*49  deaths  to  every  1,000  persons 
living  at  all  ages. 

In  1894  deaths  were  112,  or  133  to  every  1000  births,  or 
3’9o  per  1,000  of  the  general  population.  This  excessive 
mortality  in  infants  is  due  to  infantile  diarrhoea,  and  in  a  minor 
degree  to  the  prevalence  of  measles,  both  of  which  diseases  were 
exceptionally  fatal. 

186  deaths  were  in  children  under  5  years ,  or  638  per  1,000 
of  the  general  population,  against  156  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of 
5-44  per  1,000  in  1894. 

37  deaths  were  from  Tubercular  Disease ,  including  22  from 
Phthisis ,  against  41  in  1894. 

70  deaths  were  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System , 
against  48  in  1894. 

11  deaths  were  from  Violence  or  Accident. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  the  various  forms  of 
Zymotic  or  Specific  Febrile  Disease  was  97,  including  9  primarily 
attributed  to  Influenza,  which  corresponds  to  a  death  rate  of 
3*32  per  1000. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases  of  the 
Registrar-General  (Small-pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever  and  Diarrhoea)  were  88,  equal  to  a  rate 
of  3'oi  per  1000,  against  60  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  2-09  in  1894. 

No  Case  of  Small  Pox ,  Typhus  or  Relapsing  Fever  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Measles  has  been  prevalent  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
showing  a  decided  rise  from  July  onward.  Probably  from  four  to 
five  hundred  cases  occurred,  with  13  deaths  in  children  under 
5  years  of  age.

In  October  it  was  noticed  by  the  School  Board  officials  that 
a  large  percentage  of  children  were  absent  from  the  Noel  Park 
Board  School  through  Measles,  especially  from  the  Infant  Depart¬ 
ment.  I  was  consulted  by  the  Clerk  as  to  the  policy  of  closing  the 
school.  As  at  that  time  there  was  already  a  marked  decline 
in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  occurring  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  as  the  disease  was  by  no  means  confined  to  scholars 
of  that  particular  school,  I  advised  that  the  advantage  to  be 
expected  from  closing  it  was  probably  very  slight. 

72  cases  of  Scavlet  Fever  occurred  with  one  death,  against 
129  cases  with  three  deaths  in  1894. 

55  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Membranous  Croup  occurred 
with  11  deaths,  against  39  cases  and  10  deaths  in  1894. 

The  following  is  the  age  distribution  of  the  cases  : — 
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Eight  deaths  occurred  from  Whooping  Cough ,  against  22 
in  1894. 

20  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  with  2  deaths,  against 
21  cases  and  4  deaths  in  1894.  One  °f  fatal  cases  was  of  a 
woman  from  New  Southgate,  which  occurred  at  the  Cottage 
Hospital,  one  case  was  removed  from  Islington  to  Wood  Green, 
one  was  of  a  lady  who  had  returned  from  Belgium,  and  another 
was  of  a  young  man  sent  from  Highgate  to  be  nursed  by  his  parents 
in  Wood  Green. 
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The  following  is  the  age  distribution  : — 
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52  fatal  cases  of  Diarrhoea  occurred,  against  15  in  1894,  and 
28  in  1893. 

One  case  of  Cholera  was  notified  in  an  adult  which,  on 
enquiry,  was  found  to  give  rise  to  no  suspicion  of  its  being  true 
or  Asiatic  Cholera.  The  man  recovered  completely  in  48  hours. 
The  cistern  of  the  house,  in  River  Park  Road,  was  found  to  be 
in  a  very  foul  condition. 

The  hot  dry  weather  of  the  past  summer  partly  accounts  for 
this  excessive  mortality,  but  the  injudicious  feeding  of  infants  and 
want  of  care  in  the  preparation  and  storage  of  food,  especially  of 
milk,  is  a  very  important  predisposing  cause.  The  simple  measure 
of  boiling  all  milk  before  use,  would  alone  reduce  the  infantile 
Diarrhoea. 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified,  which  recovered, 
and  25  non-fatal  cases  of  Erysipelas. 

THE  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 

The  munificent  gift  of  £ 2000  by  Mr.  Passmore  Edwards, 
enabled  a  Committee  to  build  and  furnish  the  Passmore  Edwards 
Cottage  Hospital  in  the  Bounds  Green  Road. 

The  hospital,  which  contains  eight  beds,  was  opened  for 
the  reception  of  patients  in  July.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  42 
patients  were  admitted.  There  were  six  deaths,  including  one  of 
Typhoid  Fever  and  one  of  Nephritis  from  New  Southgate. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

A  provisional  agreement  has  been  made  with  the  Southgate 
District  Council,  to  combine  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  site 
for  an  Isolation  Hospital  in  Wolves  Lane,  this  site  being  the 
same  that  we  were  prevented  from  obtaining  in  1891  by  the 
opposition  of  the  then  Southgate  Local  Board. 

The  situation  is  a  convenient  one,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the 
matter  will  soon  be  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion.  It  will 
probably  be  found  expedient  on  the  grounds  of  efficiency  and 
economy  to  include  one  or  more  of  the  neighbouring  sanitary 
districts  in  the  scheme. 

The  provision  of  an  ambulance  will,  of  course,  be  included 
in  the  scheme.  The  cases  in  which  we  are  asked  to  effect  the 
removal  of  infectious  patients  from  one  house  to  another,  or  to 
one  of  the  London  Hospitals,  at  present  cause  some  inconvenience. 
We  have  to  obtain  the  loan  of  an  ambulance  from  some  neighbour¬ 
ing  district,  and  much  valuable  time  is  lost. 

HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION.

380  houses  were  inspected,  which  with  30  re-inspected  gives  a 
total  of  410  for  the  year,  details  of  which  are  given  in  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  addition  to  the  house  to  house  in¬ 
spection,  1098  premises  were  inspected  for  other  reasons. 
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33  houses  have  been  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
the  owners  agreeing  to  close  them  without  opposition.  Two  were 
in  Commerce  Road,  16  in  Grove  Place  and  15m  River  Park  Road. 

In  November  the  Council  directed  the  Surveyor  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  obtain  information  from  districts  in  which 
certificates  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  houses  are  granted 
and  to  report  on  the  subject.  I  only  recur  to  the  subject  in  the 
hope  that  the  Council  will  entertain  no  illusion  as  to  the  value  of 
such  certificates  and  to  emphasize  the  paramount  importance  of 
House  to  House  inspection. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  which  is  appended, 
gives  the  details  of  the  work  of  his  department  for  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Dairies,  Milkshops,  Slaughter 
Houses,  and  Bakehouses  in  the  district  have  been  periodically 
inspected  and  have  been  found  to  give  cause  for  no  complaint. 

Dust  collection  has  been  effected  on  an  average  once  a  week, 
and  few  complaints  of  delay  or  irregularity  have  been  received. 

The  various  laundries  in  the  district  are  being  inspected 
and  thereby  our  control  over  the  spread  of  infection  is  increased. 

NEW  ROADS  AND  SEWERS. 

The  South  portion  of  Marlborough  Road  was  made  up  and 
a  new  surface  drain  constructed  by  the  owners,  under  the  superin¬ 
tendance  of  the  officers  of  the  Council. 

A  new  surface  drain  has  been  laid  in  Palace  Gates  Road, 
and  a  new  sewer  and  surface  drain  in  Glendale  Road,  at  the 
cost  of  the  private  owners. 

A  new  surface  drain  has  been  laid  in  the  Bounds  Green 
Road,  from  Park  Road  to  Queens  Road.  New  manholes  have 
been  built  on  the  Sewers  in  the  Main  Road,  Bounds  Green  Road, 
Selborne  Road  and  Canning  Crescent  ;  and  seven  manholes  have 
been  raised. 


The  Sewers  in  Canning  Creseent  and  Selborne  Road  have 
been  cleaned  out,  the  defective  portion  of  the  former  and  the 
whole  of  the  latter  have  been  relaid. 

Three  upcast  shafts  have  been  erected  in  Selbourne,  Marl¬ 
borough  and  Sidney  Roads. 

The  sewers  have  been  periodically  flushed  and  inspected, 
the  Surveyor  reports  that  “  the  large  amount  of  labour,  material 
and  water  expended  on  the  sewers  during  the  years  1891  to  1894, 
is  now  bearing  fruit ;  some  of  the  sewers,  which  in  1891  were 
almost  silted  up,  are  now  quite  free  from  deposit,  while  in  the 
others  the  deposit  which  exists  is  comparatively  small.” 

Notices  of  contravention  of  the  Council’s  Bye-laws  were 
served  in  two  cases,  legal  proceedings  taken,  resulting  in 
convictions.
